WASHINGTON —(/?)— Voting 49 lo 


27, the senate Tuesday approved legis- 
lation to make possible additional 
loans of 520,000,000 each to Finland 
and China. 


The bill, passed over the protest of 


a group which heatedly contended that 
the action was'an "entering' wedge" 
for later loans to Great Britain and 
France, now goes to the house. 


Without naming .either Finland or 


China the legislation would increase 
the lending authority of the Export- 
Import; bank by $100,000,000 and per- 
mit it to extend future credit grants 
to a maximum of §20,000,000 
for 


any one country. The money would 
be used for the purchase of non- 
military supplies in this country. 


Meunwhile, the senate foreign.-re- 


lalipns committee received from Sec- 
retary Hull a letter opposing the ap- 
plication of the neutrality .act to the 
undeclared war between China anc 
Japan. Although the letters con- 
tents were not made public, the ad- 
ministration is known to feel tha 
invoking the act would help Japan 
and hurt China. 


At the same time, the senate bank- 


ing committee postponed action on a 
proposal that the treasury abandon 
its program and policy of purchasing 
silver, A subcommittee had approved 
Ihe proposal, but many |ommitlee- 
men felt lhat the views of the state 
and treasury departments should be 
sudied before action was taken. 


State department officials have made 


no secret of their reluctance to apply 
the neutrality act to Japan and China. 
They argue that to do so would pro- 
hibit arms, shipments to both, and 
thus assist Japan, because the latter

nesday will urge transfer of serveral 
ships from Pacific to Atlantic Chipping 
lanes, to be replaced with United 
States vessels formerly in Atlantic 
trade but largely jdle because of the 
neutrality act, 


Fear that war exigencies would force 


belligerents to use more and more 
dollars for military supplies and less 
for American cotlon was expressed by 
Will Claylon of Anderson Clylon, one 
of Ihe worlds largest cotton export 
firms, who took part in the committee's 
work. 


"There has been a gratifying in- 


crease in exports and in domestic 
consumption with rising makets which 
iave brought out substantial amounts 
of cotton in government loans," he 
said. "The price is still too low lo 
afford economic equality belween the 
cotton producer an industry." 


Clayton pointed lo the possibility 


that as the war drags on such nations 
as Great Britain, France and Japan, 
whose combined purchases of Ameri- 
can cotton are close to 3.000,000 bales 
a year, might allocate their dollars 
for more essential things such as 
trucks and airplanes, 


He cited Ihe decision of Brilain lo 


buy tobacco from Turkey and save her 
dollars for airplanes. This may happen 
to cotlon, he warned, as Britain can 
take cotton from her own colonies 
without use of American dollars. "This 
would make Britain able to buy from 
oilier cotton producing countries and 
pay with English-made industrial pro- 
ducts," he said.

tion, said "the paramount considera- 
.ion of public duty compels me to de- 
cline to permit my name to be pre- 
sented."
